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The second document on the form SB/08B (Cite No. 2) is a website page of register.com 
archived at web.archive.org. It bears a copyright notice "© 1995 - 2001 by register.com." 

Applicants cannot say when this particular page was created. The URL at which the page was 
located on December 4, 2006 is at the bottom of the enclosed document. That URL suggests an 
archive date of March 13, 2001. 

The third listed document on the form SB/08B (Cite No. 3), "Phillip Morris Uses 'Account 
Masking,"’ is an apparent entry from a website "http://www.prwatch.org. This entry is undated. A 
URL referenced in the entry suggests a November 2001 date. The URL at which the website entry 
was located on December 4, 2006 is at the bottom of the page. 

The fourth document on the accompanying form SB/08B (Cite No. 4) is a WIPO Arbitration 
and Mediation Center Administrative Panel Decision in Marian Keyes v. Old Barn Studios Ltd., 
Case No. D2002-0687, dated September 23, 2002. The URL at which this decision appears is at the 
bottom of each page of the document. 

The document listed as Cite No. 5 on the form SB/08B is the cover page and page 5 of a 
Form S-l Registration Statement filed with the Securities and Exchange Commission on March 2, 
2000 by Register.com, Inc. Page 5 of the Registration Statement is provided for its mention of 
"account masking, to allow the domain name registrant to remain anonymous." This was the only 
mention of this service found in the Statement. If desired, the entire 140 page document will be 
supplied at the examiner's request addressed to undersigned attorneys for applicants by telephone, 
email or surface mail. 

The Cite No. 6 document on the form SB/08B is a German language document dated 
November 28, 2001 entitled "Anonyme Domains mogliche" and its English translation. The URL 
at which the German language document was located on December 4, 2006 is at the bottom of the 
document. 

The document identified as Cite No. 7 on the accompanying form SB/08B is the cover page 
and pages 5, 8, Form 10-K cover page and Form 10-K page 9 of the 2001 Annual Report of 
Register.com, Inc. Pages 5, 8 and Form 10-K page 2 are provided for their discussions of the 
company's Account Masking feature. If desired, the entire 105 page document will be supplied at 
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the examiner's request addressed to undersigned attorneys for applicants by telephone, email or 
surface mail. 



The Cite No. 8 document on the accompanying form SB/08B is a page resulting from a 
search in Google Groups for "account masking." The entries on the pages appear to have dates of 
May 14 and May 30, 2002. The URL at which the exchange was located on December 4, 2006 is at 
the bottom of the page. 

The ninth through fourteenth documents on the form SB/08B (Cite Nos. 9-14) are 
apparently pages from a website of intemonymous.com archived by web.archive.org. The URLs at 
which the documents were located December 4, 2006 are at the bottom of each page. The 
documents are undated, but the URLs appearing at the bottom of the documents suggest archive 
dates from August to December of 2001 . 

In the judgment of the undersigned, portions of the listed references may be material to the 
Examiner's consideration of the presently pending claims. However, the references have not been 
reviewed in sufficient detail to make any other representation and, in particular, no representation is 
intended as to the relative relevance between references, whether cited in this or prior statements.
